A Confederate Parson.

We were handed the fullowing item
clipped from the Venango Cilizen, of
last week, by 8. D. Irwin E:q., whe
was in iha battle of Jeukins' Ferry,
April 50, 1864, and who is familiar
with tne ivcident as related by Confed-
erate prisoners at the time; it furcably
illustrates the ditference between theo-
ry and practice:

Among the first Confederate Lroops
that weut out from Arkspsaw was
Parson Greesmore, who enlisted as a
a Chaplain, Ile was a devout Chris-
taiu, und bis pruyers were regarded by
the meu as utterances frow & higher
power. Just befure the buttle of
Jeukin's Ferry the old man, in a ser-
woua, &nid ;

“My dear boys I have decided 1o go
into the nexy fight with you. I don't
thivk n man can properly preach
about the evils and sevsations of war
unless be has experienced the feeling
of going into buttle. Now, the fight-
ing iu which we engage shall have me
numbered among its participants,”

The old gentleman rode alurge gray
borse, nnd when preparations for the
battle of Jenkin's Ferry wero being
wade he appenred on bis suowy charg-
er. Some ofthe officers begged him 1o
keep out of danger, but with an ex-
pression of heroism he replied that he
would engage in the buttle, The first
artillery fire from the enemy shot the
horse feam under the old gentleman,
and by the time he settled bimself on
his feel a bullet came alung and took
off oue of kis fingers. He attempted
to be calm, bot just theo a bell earried
away the right thumb, snd, whirling
around the old man struck a deter
mined trot fur the rear,

one,

“Hold on, h—I!" ho replied,
“Ask a man to hold on, when the
whole d universe is shooting st
him. Take care of vour body, and
